Of course this observa­ 
tion applies mainly to exhibits which have 
been made in the general buildings of 
tile Columbian exposition in direct compe­ 
tition with other states. 
The two ex­ 
hibits in which in the opinion of the man­ 
agers. Minnesota has the best chance of 
excelling are the agricultural and educa­ 
tional. 
In these two lines Minnesota 
lias for many years been iii the lead, and 
if she cannot now make an exhibit which 
will surpass all competitors it will be a 
great surprise to many of her citizens. 
* 
'VUM H W**H known fact that at 
the New Orleans exhibit Minnesota had 
iii every respect the most creditable edu­ 
cational display of any of the states and 
she (-annot now afford to lose the envi­ 
able reputation which she then estab­ 
lished. The large educational endowment 
of Minnesota, her rich university and 
flourishing normal schools ought to K* 
alii** to make an exhibit which wViuld 
compare very favorable with the older in­ 
stitutions of th** Eastern states. 
Minne­ 
sota is also credited with jsissessing some 
of the brightest teacher# and educators of 
the Northwest. 
Most of them are young 
and energetic, partaking largely Of the 
spirit ami enterprise* of the business in­ 
terests of a 'State rapidly increasing iii 
wealth.

to make as a r t i s t i c a display as .possible 
and to correctly label every specimen 
of the four hundred individual exhibits 
of cereals and grasses 
Iii addition to 
this there is a ear load and a half of pre- 
par***! specimens of grains and grasses 
secured bv Supt. L, P. Hunt, which ar*' 
also label***!. 
TU© exhibit ha# thus an 
educational as well as an artistic side. 
Prof. Lager has loaned also his complete 
collection properly and scientifically la­ 
beled of grains and grasses. 
His ento­ 
mological collection, selected with a view 
to show the insects which are destructive 
to tho farmers’ productions is also on ex­ 
hibition. 
The design of the pavilion 
based upon the Madaline palace of 
Ihiris to some extent, commonly known 
!ls “Napoleon's Temple of Glory. 
It 
will when completed show five tiers of 
arches, embodying twenty-six decorative 
colors, each pillar different in design and 
decoration, yet harmonizing throughout. 
The front prest!ts a unique and striking 
appearance embodying 
these 
col I ossa I 
arches supported by four ornamental pil­ 
lars, all of which are highly decorated 
and carved. 
The center arch is sur­ 
mounted by a star, which is constructed 
of wheat and corn, and represents the 
arms of the state. 
The outside arches 
are each surmqunted by a large eagle 
with extended wings, constructed mainly 
of corn husks. The archways and pillars 
are embossed and ornamented with grain, 
leaves and grasses indigenous to Minne­ 
sota. 
The corner pillars have, worked 
upon them in heads of wheat in almost 
perfect designs representations of^ the 
moccasin flower, the flower of the Mate 
of Minnesota. 
Two horns of plenty arr­ 
anged on each side of the central aren 
and above it are made also pf grains 
and grasses and have blooming forth 
from I hem potted flowers in most beauti­ 
ful effect, 
The interior decoration is 
marvelous, when it is considered that 
it is all worked out of heads of grain 
and forage grasses. 
Daisies, roses sun- 
flowers, moccasin flowers, Hax,# verbenas, 
Itibiscas. single and double dahlias, honey­ 
suckles, buttercups, etc., are found in 
endless profusion, always worked with 
their proper foliage in and around the 
pillars and arches. 


Mlnnenota Mine*. 
The iron min *# of the state are con­ 
fined to a few northeastern counties, 
but their fame has lately surpassed that 
of th** famous Michigan and Wisconsin 
mining regions, especially since th** cheap 
iron ore of the Mcaaba range ha# become 
a reality instead of a theory und has 
K*gun to have its marked effects tqaui 
tho price* of ore on the markets of the 
East. 
It is per ha {rn unfortunate for Mi:i- 
iiesota iii making a mining exhibit that 
Winona I th© counties In which iron dejjosits o*■- 
cur are practically new and compara­ 
tively speaking sparsely settl***! a# a 
whole. 
Their demands upon tho state 
for money and their enterprise* iu making 
such an exhibit as one might have wished 
would not naturally obtain the recogni­ 
tion that they would convey from older 
settled non munities. 
Ile* mining ex-: 
hibit of iron ore is made almost entirely ; 
from St. Louis county. Minnesota, and 
is in charge ot one of the national mein- 
l*er# of the commission, H. B. Moore 
of Duluth. 
He has devoted a great deal 
of time to the matter. 
A very handsome j 
archway to the exhibit is constructed 
out of 'stone from the various quarries j. 
of the state., with th*? name of each 
county from which a specimen of stone 
comes out into a stone of the archway. 
Two well polished granite Grecian pil­ 
lars sustaining the archway come from 
St. Cloud, Minn. The exhibit of iron ore 
not made in large quantities. 
Then­ 
ar** specimens of ore from the principal 
mines of the Mesa ba range in small 
glass cases, each of which has a small 
label giving the result of analysis in prod­ 
ucts of iron phosphorus and silicon. 
There is a pyramid of hard or**' from 
the famous Minnesota mines at Soudan 
and of soft ore from the Chandler mine 
at Ely.

North Dakota, iii making her agricul­ 
tural exhibit bas bent all her energies 
to excelling in the excellence and number 
of varieties of her wheat aud forage 
grasses displayed. Mr. Dickey, in charge, 
expects to capture the prize on these two 
exhibits. 
It is. of course, naturally sujj- 
posed that the battle will be K-tween 
North Dakota and Minnesota for these 
two prizes. 
Neither of the exhilut 
these two states are yet fully complete 
and it is too early to pass aby opinion 
a s to who will probably capture the 
prize. 
The main feature, which first attracts 
the attention of the observer in looking 
at the North Dakota exhibit, is the Her­ 
culean female figure typical of the state, 
which stands near the center of tho dis­ 
play. 
The drapery is inlaid with heads 
of wheat and the head and arms ar*1 
constructed of wheats and grasses. 
It 
is a striking conception and will be likely 
to call the attention of many to the dis­ 
play who might otherwise pass \i by.

North Dakota exhibit are appropriate 
designs setting forth the glory of the 
state a# a wheat producer and presenting 
statistics of her marvelous growth in the 
last decade everywhere there is a profu­ 
sion of heads of animals and other skill­ 
ful designs worked in wheat and grasses, 
set 
off 
and 
adorned 
with wreaths 
and

There 
is 
apparently 
no at­ 
tempt in the exhibit to make a display 
in lilies of agriculture in which other 
states would be most liable to excel them. 
The designers of the exhibit believed 
in expending all their efforts upon dis­ 
plays in which North Dakota had the 
best chance of winning and in ignoring 
other lines in which they could have 
made a creditable exhibit, but not a re­ 
markable one. 
In addition to the. main 
display in the agricultural building. North 
Dakota has made a very creditable ex­ 
hibit in her own state building along the 
same lines. 
There are figures of sheep, 
cattle, horses, birds, etc., in profusion 
adorning the walls constructed out of 
natural products.

It seem s rath e r curio us to recall the 
fact th a t v ery little m o re th an 100 
years ago the Pacific w as regarded as 
a Spanish lake, says th e W ashingto n 
Star. T hat natio n claim ed it o n the 
strength o f B albo a’s disco very in 1513, 
and insisted th a t it sho uld he regarded 
as a m ere clausum . W hen Sir Francis 
1 D rake circum nav igated the glo be his 
sailing acro ss these w aters w as seri­ 
o usly resented by Spain, which de­ 
m anded restitutio n to her o f the plun­ 
der he to o k, but Queen Elizabeth m ade 
a haughty reply. 
No t lo ng befo re the 
clo se o f the last century the Spanish 
cro w n again began to m ake a fuss be­ 
cause its mo no po ly o f the Pacific w as 
infringed o n. I t o rdered the co mman- 
dante o f San Francisco to seize the 
Co lumbia, the first vessel th a t carried 
the A m erican flag aro und Cape H o rn. 
In 1789 tw o Spanish m en-o f-war seized 
sev eral 
English fur traders o n the 
no rthw est co ast and w ar w as v ery 
nearly the result. It is o dd th a t the 
Spaniards, tho ugh disco v erers o f new 
lands and w aters, w ere am o ng the 
po o rest nav igato rs o f their tim e. A fter 
co ming upo n the So lo mo n islands they 
co uld no t find them again, and they 
w ere lo st fo r 150 years. The w ater 
supply o f their galleo ns w as no t kept 
in casks, but in big earth en jars. 
As it 
w as impo ssible to pro vide a sufficient 
supply fo r a six m o nths’ vo yage o n 
bo ard o f a ship carrying 400 o r 500 peo ­ 
ple they alw ays to o k to sea great num ­ 
bers o f m ats. W henev er it rained the 
m ats w ere spread to catch the dro ps, 
which 
w ere 
drained 
o ff 
into 
ja rs 
thro ugh split bambo o s. The m o rtality 
fro m scurv y o n lo ng trips w as fright­ 
ful. 
Co rtes, a fte r the co nquest o f Mexico , 
fitted o ut three small ships to sail to 
the Mo luccas and reinfo rce the Span­ 
iards there. They w ere scattered by a 
tem pest and tw o o f them w ere lo st. 
One o f these is imagined to hav e been 
the strange vessel which w as w recked 
o n the ro cks o f H aw aii abo ut the sam e 
tim e as nearly as can be recko ned 
Acco rding to traditio n o nly the captain 
and his sister w ere saved. The nativ es 
received them kindly and gav e them 
fo o d- They interm arried w ith the H a- 
w aiians and becam e the pro genito rs o f 
certain well kno wn fam ilies o f chiefs, 
lu early tim es the co ntro l o f land o n 
the H aw aiian islands w as held by the 
ruling chiefs, w ho reserv ed w hat po r 
tio n they pleased fo r their o wn use and 
divided the rest am o ng the leading men 
subject to them . The po sitio n o f the 
h itter was analo go us to th at o f the 
baro ns o f E uro pean feudalism . 
They 
furnished supplies to their so vereign 
and in case o f w ar w ere expected to 
take the field w ith w hat fighting men 
their estates co uld furnish. These bar­ 
o ns held alm o st despo tic sw ay o v er 
their do mains, appo rtio ning the terri­ 
to ry w hich they co ntro lled am o ng the 
fo llo w ers acco rding to the whim o f the 
m o m ent o r dem and o f po licy. 
Every 
tim e a new chief cam e into po w er 
there was a fresh distributio n o f lands 
Thus the co untry w as alw ays full o f 
peo ple 
who 
w ere 
dispo ssessed 
and 
ho meless. 
K am echam eha 
III. 
o v er­ 
turned this system by granting to his 
peo ple a bill o f rights which m ade their 
tenure o f the so il perm anent.

These tim id 
anim als hav e in th e w ild state an abid­ 
ing te rro r o f m ankind, and even if. as 
so m etim es happens, a giraffe w ere run 
to a standstill and driv en up to the 
wago n, no am o unt o f kind treatm ent 
co uld o verco m e his instinctiv e fears. 
They are, o f co urse, to o huge and to o 
aw kw ard to be easily handled in the 
wild state, even if lam ed, o r ho bbled o r 
fastened up; and, m o reo ver, they hav e 
a dangero us w ay o f striking o ut w ith 
th e fo re legs, a defensiv e habit which 
in itself wo uld render them fo rm idable. 
W ith the yo ung, o n the co ntrary, no 
great tro uble seem s to hav e been ex­ 
perienced in tin f t w instances in which 
they hav e been caught and bro ught to 
Euro pe. 
B ut if giraffes are to be thus captured 
in accessible Africa, no tim e will hav e 
to be lo st. 
Y ear by year, even in 
Iv ham a’s wild 
do mains, they 
gro w 
few er and m o re difficult to get at; and 
afte r K ham a’s death the giraffe, which 
lie may no w alm o st be said to preserv e, 
will so o n be extciinitiated so uth o f the 
Zam besi.—English Exchange.

It seems rather curious to recall the 
fact that very little more than IOO 
years ago the Pacific was regarded as 
a Spanish lake, says the Washington 
Star. That nation claimed it on the 
strength of Balboa's discovery in 1513, 
aud insisted that it should lie regarded 
as a mere clausum. W hen Sir Francis 
Drake circumnavigated the globe his 
sailing across these waters was seri­ 
ously resented by Spain, which de 
manded restitution to her of the plun­ 
der he took, but Queen Elizabeth made 
a haughty reply. Not long before the 
close of the last century the Spanish 
crown again began to make a fuss be­ 
cause Its monopoly of the Pacific was 
infringed on. It ordered the comman­ 
dant e of San Francisco to seize the 
Columbia, the first vessel that carried 
the American flag around Cape Horn. 
In 1789 two Spanish men-of-war seized 
several 
English fur traders on the 
northwest coast ami war was very 
nearly the result. It is odd that the 
Spaniards, though discoverers of new 
lands and waters, wen* among the 
poorest navigators of their time. A fter 
coming upon the Solomon islands they 
could not find them again, and they 
were lost for 150 years. The w ater 
supply of their galleons was not kept 
in casks, but in big earthen jars. As it 
was im]x>ssible to provide a sufficient 
supply for a six months' voyage on 
board of a ship carrying 400 or 500 peo­ 
ple they always took to sea great num­ 
bers of mats. W henever it rained the

Proflt In Porker*. 
As a general rule, the farmer makes 
no mistake who doesn’t rush in with 
the crowd, after the comparative fail­ 
ure of a certain crop, to produce as 
much of that crop as possible the fol­ 
lowing year. He is apt to make more 
money bv producing some other crop - 
one that “everybody and his next door 
neighbor” hasn't gone to raising. 
But to this nil** there is an occasional 
exception, and this year, we think, it 
will be found iii hog raising. 
There is no doubt of the scarcity. 
Nor is there any likelihood that the 
scarcity can be caught up with this 
year. There* is a hughe shortage in 
this country, and th** depannent of ag­ 
riculture, in a recent bulletin, points 
♦nit that there has been a great m l no­ 
tion in th** number #*f hogs in Europe 
also. So there is a wark! shortage to 
make good, and American fanners may 
safely do their liest to supply the de­ 
mand. 
The bulletin above referred to not 
only throws light on the world-wide de­ 
ficiency, but also gives some highly im- 
portant information with regard to the 
growing of choice bacon hogs. After 
mentioning the fact that the reduction 
in th** stock of live stock in Great Brit­ 
ain is over UMX),OOO head, and in Ire­ 
land of 1,200,WM) head, it go**# on to say 
that American farmers would do well 
to make note of th** fa#*t that the jiork 
products which command the highest 
price in the English markets come 
from countries that ar** not noted for 
th** production of Indian corn, namely. 
England, Ireland and Denmark. The 
piality and cor,sequent high price of 
th** Imicon produced in th«*s»* three 
«*< nm tries is (lit**, first, to th** feeding of 
the hog, and, second, to the manner of 
curing th*? bacon. 
Til** liest quality of bacon is pro- 
due#*d by feeding barley, rye, wheat 
aud peas, boiled potato**#, skimmed 
milk, buttermilk and whey. 
In this 
kind of pork raising com isn't “in it.” 
The hogs, in order to supply the b**st 
ba* (iii, should range in weight from IMO 
to 200 pounds aud should In* long arni 
lean, with well developed hams and 
thick, straight li*lli#*s; and th** fat on 
iii** back should not exeee#! on** ami a 
half inches in thickness. This is a long 
way from a description 
of a typical 
corn-fed hog. whose overfat carcass 
does not make tin* finest bawn, and of 
course does not fetch the highest price. 
Corn is the cheapest food, it is pleaded, 
for raising hogs. 
But it isn't «-iu*aper if the ratio of 
profit to cost is greater with otlear 
foods. 
A subtle fallacy often lurks in 
that 
seductive 
word 
“clu-ap.” 
The 
English have an expressive 
phrase, 
“cheap and nasty” site latter word i g ­ 
nifying not foul, but worthless, g<H*d 
for nothing. Corn Is easy and cheap to 
raise, but if us**d exclusively, or in too 
gn-at proportion in pork raising, so 
that th** quality is below th*? best, it is 
not really cheap, for it lessens profit.

{Mirk, th** Danish farm ers have Increas­

flavor to milk unless fed with careful 
precaution# and only at the time of 
milking. The special flavor of all the 
kinds of turnips depends on a volatile; 
in them which gos*s directly to the milk 
and gives it an unpleasant taste. This 
is prevented if time is given for it to 
be evaporated through the skin in the 
perspiration, but as beets ami mangels 
are quite free from this objection they 
are preferable to any other for feeding 
cows. The long roil anil the yellow 
globe mangels are excellent, but the 
sugar beet# have more nutriment in 
them, having 12 to IG per cent of sugar. 
They do not yield as much as the larger 
mangels, as 300 to 500 bushels per acre 
is a go#)*! crop, while of mangels two or 
three times as much Is often grown on 
good soil. 


Teaching' Calves to D rink. 
An Ohio farmer tells an exchange his 
method of teaching calves to drink that 
is so good and has so much sense in it 
that we transfer his thought to our c#?l- 
uinns. This man lets his calves suck 
the cow twice a day mi til they are two 
weeks old. H e teaches them to drink 
by putting his fingers in the milk, 
which must lie warm from the cow, 
and then in the c a lfs mouth, gradually 
working its nose down into the pail, 
when it will generally suck, drawing 
the milk between the man’s fingers. 
When this is accomplished the man 
carefully withdraws his fingers while 
the calf still continues to drink. A few 
lessons given in this manner teaches 
the calf to put its head in the pail and 
drink without th e ’presence of the fin­ 
gers. The advantage of this way is 
that th#? ealf is of good size and better 
adapted for teaching than when but a 
few hours old, and consequently will 
fe*xl with less trouble. 


L'tllise Waste Land. 
Let there lie no waste ground on any 
farm. It is not only unprofitable but 
depreciates the value of the other land. 
I sually most waste places can lie cul­ 
tivated. Batches of willows aud swamp 
tsh can Im? grublKil out. With a strong 
plow and a good team the small roots 
left after grubbing 
will be turnefl up 
and kilh**l. Keep back all sprouts for 
t few years and the pests will be erad­ 
icated. Flow close to the fence—four 
feet is space enough to leave between 
it and the crop, unless it is alongside a 
pasture 
containing 
“breachy” stock. 
There leave six feet. Plow and plan 
alf but about four feet of the turn row. 
Otherwise 
it 
will 
produce 
noxious 
woods. This economy not only adds to 
the farm s profits but gives it a neat 
appearance.

(♦•ssfully used in preventing the grow th 
of horns upon calve# in experim ents 
conducted by th*? bureau. 
The m ix­ 
ture I# prepared by hiking 50 parts of 
canst ie soda, 25 parts of kerosene oil 
and 25 p arts of w ater. 
An em ulsion is 
m ade of the kerosene oil and soda by 
heating and vigorously stirring, anti this 
is then dissolve#! in w ater. The m ixture 
should then Is? placed in a bottle w ith 
a solid rubber cork. 
In applying, the 
following directions should lie obsorv**d: 
F irst, tin* calf should not lie over three 
week# old. from five to tw enty days 
liking th** proper age. 
A horn will 
som etim es lie kill**d on calves that are 
even four to six w eeks old. but it can­ 
not be depend**#! upon with certainty.

Clover Hay W o r m . 
The clover hay worm (Asopia costalis) 
is causing a great am ount of loss in 
clover hay stacks the present spring 
and it hay bo a service to m any farm ­ 
ers who grow clover or who have it 
mixed w ith tim othy, to call their atten ­ 
tion to the pest so they may adopt such 
m easures as may reduce its num bers 
fur the coming year. 
Probably the 
m ost im portant tiling to be done now 
is to ovehaul all old clover hay and 
w here it is so webbed and full of 
w orm s as to be unfit for bani, to burn 
it so as to destroy the larvae and 
pupae. This will prevent their issuing 
as m oths in sum m er to deposit eggs for 
the next hay crop. Such of the infest­ 
ed hay as is not too full of webs may 
Im* fed to stock, but it would be safer 
in feeding it to shake out the w orm s as 
much as possible aqd destroy them by 
burning w ith the chaff and w ebbed 
hay. T here is probably no risk in feed­ 
ing the w orm s to stock, but the webbed 
hay is p retty sure to be rejected .by 
them , and if the w orm s escape in m an­ 
gers they have an opportunity to tran s­ 
form and produce m oths later in the 
season. C lear out old hay mows. The 
bottom of stacks bouk! be examined. 
T he adult is a purple and golden moth 
m d deposits its eggs on the clover hay. 
They hatch into sm all brow n worms, 
which become full grow n 
Iii a few 
weeks. T hey then spin silken cocoons, 
yitliin which they change to the pupa 
state, and soon a fte r em erge as adult 
moths.

rying away and wasting when they 
took their milk to the creamery? 
Did 
they ever estim ate the value as a foo#l 
of the fresh skim milk that is in the 
creamery and not made use of?

they (lid. many of them have most 
certainly found a very’ large sum of 
money lost to them which had better 
been saved.
